If therefore the Pretender be admitted to the Poſleſ- 
fion of theſe Kingdoms, he will come a determined 
Pa iſt, and with a natural fixcd Hatred to our Reli- 
gion and Liberties, If he e by Force and Con- 
queſt, as he is now attempting to do, the fame Power 
that brings him in, will be employed for the certain 
ar1 immediate Deſtruction of both, and kept up for his 
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own Security, and to finiſh and perpetuate our Miſery 
and Ruin, 

What are the Ir ſtruments employed by the Invader 
to accompliſh his D /n of Conga ff on theſe King- 
doms? Are they not Scorch Highlanders, avild and un- 
cultivated Bandetit; all bred up in Popiſh Principles, 


and prepared by Nature and Education, and Religion, 


to commit all Sorts of Outrages upon your Perſons, 
Families, and Eſtates? Have they not, ſince their In- 
turrection in Favour of the Pretender, plundered and 
robbed Cities, Towns, and Villages, Noblemens Pa- 


zaces, and Gentlemens Houſes, of Money, Goods, 


Arms, Horſes, Corn, and whatever they could lay 
their Hands on; murthered many in the Wantonneſs 
of their Inſolence, even in cool Blood, and committed 
Rapes on the Wives and Daughters of others, with- 
out Fear and Puniſhment ? | 

Who are the Fricnds, Allies, and Confederates of this 
Pretender to the Crown and Kingdom? The Pope gives 
him his ſolemn Benediction, as an obedient Son of his 
Church. The French and Spaniards, who hate us, as 
Engliſimem and Proteſtants,awuith a mortal Hatred, have 
ſupplied him with Money, Arms and Ammunition, 
with Officers and Men, and have been the principal In- 
ſtruments in ſcheming, beginning, and carrying on this 
Expedition againſt us ; without whoſe Orders the Strip- 
ling that heads it durſt not have made it, and without 
whoſe Aid and Aſſiſtance he could not. | 

But what have we not to fear as Eng/;-men and Pro- 
teſtants, if conquer'd by Frenchmen and Spaniards ; all 
born and bred Slaves, perfidious, bigotted cruel Papiſts, 
and who by the moſt execrable Methods have labour'd 
the Extirpation of the Proteſtant Religion out of their 
reſpective Countries; who LoxG to have the Pleaſure 
of extirpating it out of ours, and would {port them - 
ſelves with our Miſeries, and ſee us, as Hereticks, dy- 
ing under the moſt dreadful Tortures, with infinite Sa- 
tisfaction and Delight? 

If you ſhould be prevailed on to admit him in a more 
peaceable Way, which now is impoſlible, all the For- 
ces of the Kingdom being prepared to oppoſe him, 
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againſt the Pretender and Popery. 

vet if you ſhould admit him «por Terms, what Security 
can he give you for your Religion and Liberties? Sup- 
poſing he makes you the f ſolemn Promiſes, and con- 
firms them by a thouſand Oaths ; as a Papiſt 'tis not ſo” 
much as in his Power to perform them: No, not tho' 
he may have a real Intention to do it, and be in himſelf 
a Perſon of great natural Honour, Compaſſion, and 
Humanity, and in his own Judgment inclined to For- 
bearance and Toleration. Becauſe his Judgment and- 
Conſcience is ſubject, by his Religion, to the Determi- 
nations of his Church, and that Church hath /o/cmmly 
condemned all Toleration of Hereticks. 

We have had two very remarkable Inſtances amongſt 
ourſelves, what Kind of Regard Popiſh Princes pay to 
their Promiſes and Oaths. Queen Mary promiſed the 
Proteſtants of Srf/o/k and Norfolk, that fe awvonld ere 
Religion in the State in <vhich *twas ſettled by King 
Edward VI. as fe found it; reſe wing only to Herſelt 

_ the Liberty of profeſJing her own. And when they put 
her afterwards in mind of this Promiſe, ſhe rejected 
their Petition with great Haughtineſs, and told them, 
Subjects were not to controul the Actions of their Seme- 
reign; and one of their Number was pil/ory'd, for be- 
ing too free in his Remonſtrance. And though ſhe after- 
wards declared in Council, that he avouldu/e no Force upon 
Conſcience in A fairs of Religion, yet the toon impriſoned 
the Proteftant Biſhops, reconciled {as *twas called) her 

Kingdoms to the Pope, and revived all the Statutes of 
Deſtruction and Murther againſt her Proteſtant Sub- 
jects. 

When King James II. came to the Crown, he de- 
clared to his Privy- Council, that be avou/d make it his 
Endeavour to preſerve the Government both in Church 
and State, as it was then ly Law eftabliſhed, ond always* 
take care to defend and ſupport the Church of England. 
He afterwards confirmed this Declaration to his firſt 
Parliament, and renewed it again upon 1Monmouth's 
Invaſion. And yet throughout his ſhort Reign he in- 
variably purſued theſe two Projects, The eftabh/hing 
an arbitrary Government, and the Deſtruction of the 
Proteftant Religion; and that with a Fury that had no: 
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Prudence to guide it, and which, under Providence, was 
one Mean to diſappoint and deſtroy his own Deſign. 

And in theſe Things theſe two Princes acted in the 
true Character of Papiſts, and as obedient Children to 
their holy Mother, the Church of Rome: For I will 
now ſhew you, from the miſt authentick Evidence, and 
ſuch as no Papiſt ſhall be able to deny, viz. from their 
own Collection of Canon Laws, publiſhed by Order of 
Pope Gregory XIII. which he forbids all Addition to, 
Alteration and Perverſion of, commands to. he kept 

perpetuall 9 intire and uncorrupt, and recommends to 
5 Faithful as a Means to keep them in the right Ca- 
tholick Faith: I fay from hence, and the Decrees of 
their own approved Councils, I will prove, 

Firſt, That the moſt ſacred Laws of the Church of 
Rome oblige all Kings and Princes to exterminate, by 
all Manner of Methods, their Heretical Subjects, even 
though they have bound themſelves by Oath to the 
contrary; and then ſhew, 

Secondly, That this hath been their conſtant Practice 
e u, they have had Opportunity and Power. 

Firſt I am to demonſtrate, that the 222 facred Laws 
of the Church of Rome oblige all Kings, Princes and 
States, to exterminate, by all Manner of Methods, 
their Heretical Subjects. Here I would have you, 
Fellow-Proteltants, obſerve, that Herefy, in the Judge- 
ment of the Church of Rome, is 2 Thing that is 
contrary to the Doctrine taught by the Pope, or the 
Romiſh Church. For this Reaſon ch 
guiſhed by the Name of the Reman Catholick, becauſe 
the Roman Pope is the Head of it, and his Decrees in 
Religion are looked on, and ſubmitted to, as abſolutely _ 
infallible, and no more to be diſpenſed with and contra-

and that 20 Per/ons by their Oaths ſhould be bound to any 
thing farther.

Secondly, As this is he Doctrine univerſally of the 


Church of Rome, their Practice hath been exactly agree- 


able to it, and they have never ſcrupled to authorize, 
and perpetrate the moſt execrable Cruelties on thoſe 


they call Hereticks, whenever they had it in their 
Power ſo to do. Innumerable Inftances'might be pro- 


duced. I ſhall fele@ ſome few remarkable ones, that 
I defire you will keep in perpetual Remembrance. 
1. In the Reign of our Henry IV. the cruel Statute 


Ex Officio was enacted againſt the Lollard, by the In- 


ſtigation of the Popiſh Clergy, by which all Hereticks 


convicted by the Ordinary were condemned without 
Mercy to be burned in Sight of all the People; and many 


were executed in Virtue of it. 8 

Upon Queen Mary's coming to the Crown, all The 
ſanguinary penal Laws againſt Hereticks were revived, 
and'in the Space of five Years and four Months there 
were burnt and roaſted, for their Religion, five Biſhops, 
one and twenty Divines, eight Gentlemen, eighty- 
four Artificers, one hundred Huſbandmen, . Servants, 
and Labourers, twenty-ſix Wives, twenty Widows, 
nine Virgins, two Boys, and two Infants. Sixty-four 
more were perſecuted on the ſame Account ; of which 
ſeven were whipped, ſixteen periſhed in Jail, and 
twelve were buried in Dunghills. Others affirm, that 
in the two firſt Years of the Perſecution, which began 
in 1555, eight hundred were put to death. 

In the next Reign, when the Spaniards invaded 
Queen Elizabeth, by the Inſtigation of Pope Iunocent 
VIII. as Xing Pbilip himſelf alledged, with their In- 
vincible Armada, what kind of Tragedy they iv-

In 1534, Francis I. ordered an Inquiſi- 
tion to be made at Paris againſt the Lutherans, ſome 
of which were diſcovered by Informers, others appre- 
hended on Suſpicion, and put to the Torture, and 
both Sorts burnt after a very barbarous Manner: For 
being tied to a Pulley thy were. drawn. up a great 
Height, then tet deaun into the Fire, preſenily after 
faatched up again, and at leit, the Executioner cuttin 
the Rope, dropped int9 the Flimes and conſumed. Thoſe 
who were thought to be more learned than the reſt 
had their Tongues cut out, and were then brought to 
the Stake and burnt. 


The Parifgan Maſſacre was carried on with ſuch un. Hig. 1 


a deteſtible Perfdy, and executed. with ſuch a bloody Lib. 52. 


Cruelty, as would ſurpaſs all Pelief, were it not at- 


teited with the moſt undeniable Evidence. In the 
Year 1572, in the Reign of Charles IX. many of the 
principal Proteſtants were invited to Paris, under a 
ſolemn Oath of Safety, upon Occaſion of the Marriage 


of the King of Navarre with the French King's Siſter, 
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| Great-Britain”'s Memorial, 
Wix. the King of Navarre's Mother, Coligni Admiral 
of France, with other Nobles. The Queen Dowager 
of Navarre, a zealous Proteſtant, was poiſon'd by a 
pair of Gloves before the Marriage was ſolemnized ; 
and on the 24th of Auguſt, 1572, being Bartholomew's 
Day, about Day-break, upon the Toll of the Bell of the 
Church of Se. Germain, the Butchery began. The Admiral 
was baſely murthered in his own Houſe, dreſſed only 
in his Night-gown, and then thrown down into the 
Court out of his Window, to gratify the Malice of the 
Duke of Guiſe, and his Head cut off and fent to the 
French King and his Queen Mother, and his Body, 
after a thouſand Indignities offered to it, hung up by 
the Feet on a Gibbet. After this the Murtherers ra- 
vaged the whole City of Paris, and butchered in three 
Days above ten thouſand Lords, Gentlemen, Preſidents, 
Counſellors, Advocates, Lawyers, Scholars, Phyſicians, 
Merchants, Tradeſmen, and others. An horrible 
Scene of Things, ſays Thuanus, when the very Streets 
and Paſſages reſounded with the Noiſe of thoſe that 


met together for Murther and Plunder, the Groans of 


thoſe who were dying, and the Shrieks of ſuch as were 
juſt going to be butcher'd, were every where heard, 
the Bodies of the Slain thrown out of the Windows, 
the Courts and Chambers of the Houſes filled with 
them, the dead Bodies of others dragged thro* miry 
Streets, the Blood running down the Channels ,of 
them in ſuch Plenty, that Torrents of Blood ſeemed 
to empty themſelves into the neighbouring River; 
and in a Word, an innumerable Multitude of Men, 
Women with Child, Maidens and Children, were all 
involved in one common Deſtruction, and the Gates 
and Entrances of the King's Palace all beſmear'd with 
their Blood. | 

From the City of Paris the Maſſacre ſpread almoſt 
throughout the whole Kingdom. In the City of 
Meauæ they threw above two hundred into Jail, and after 
they had killed and raviſhed a great Number of Wo- 
men, and plunder'd the Houſes of the Proteſtants, 
they executed their Fury on thoſe they had impriſon'd, 
and calling them out one by one, they were killed, as

Thuanus expreſſes it, like Sheep by Butchers in a Mar- 
ket, and their Bodies flung partly into' Ditches, and 
partly into the River Marne. In Orlans they mur- 
thered above p00 Men, Women, and Children, and 
enriched themſelves with their Spoil. The ſame 
Cruelties were practiſed at Angers, Troyes, Bourges, 
La Charite, and eſpecially at Lyoxs ; where they in- 
humanly deſtroy'd above 800 Proteſtants, Children 
hanging on their Parents Necks, Parents embracing 
their Children; putting Ropes about the Necks of ſome, 
dragging them through the Streets, and throwing 
them half dead into the River. It would be endleſs to 
mention the Butcheries made at Valence, Romaine, T hou- 
touſe, and Rouen, where above 500 Perſons without 
| Regard to Sex or Age were deſtroy'd, and their Gar- 
ments full of Blood given to the Poor. I ſhall only 
add, that according to Thranus above 30,000 Pro- 
teſtants were deſtroy d in this Maſſacre, or as others

all was tranſacted by the expreſs Will and Command 


of the King, it was preſently decreed, that the Pope 
ſhould march with his Cardinals to the Church of S-. 
Mark, and in the mt ſolemn Manner give Thanks to 


Cod, for ſo great a Bleſling conferred on the See of 


Rome, and the Chriſtian World; and that, on the 


Monday after, ſolemn Maſs ſhould be celebrated in the

Here loaded with Iron Collars and heavy Chains, they 
lay upon their Backs, and were forced to continue in 
this Horrible Stench and Poſture thirty Days. After 


this they brought them out bound, and expoied them 


to the Inſults and Scorn of the vileſt Wretches, the 
Monks at the ſame Time tempting them to Apoſtacy, 
to prevent their farther Puniſhment. Ten of them 
were quit? ſubducd by their Miſeries, and yielded to 
change their Religion. Of the others who continued 
conſtant, two died, and were buried by the Hands of 
their Fellow-ſaferers. The remaining eight were thruſt 


again into their former Jakes, and with ſuch Cruelty, 


as that one of them, who was then nigh unto Death, 
was thrown, by the Hands of thoſe Barbarians who 
guarded them, with ſuch Fury down the broken Rails 
and Stones of the Steps, that Pieces of his Skin and 
Fl:;/> hung upon the Stones which were wetted with his 
Blood; after which he ſoon died, and his Body was 
left uzburied. The others, inftead of their former uſual 
Bread, had a worſe Sort, made of Bran and Millet, ſo 
hard, that for want of Water they were forced te 
ſaften it with their ox-2 Urine before they could eat it. 
In this State of Darkneis and Miſery they remained 
eighty Days, during which Time their Bodies were ſo 
corrupted, that they could ſcarce ſpeak, or underſtand 
one another when they ſpoke. Blood and Water ran 
in large Plenty from their Mouths, which they were 
no longer able to ſhut, ſo that they were incapable of 
eating or drinking. Their Gums and Jaws all grew 
rotten, they ſpit out their Teeth with their Spittle, 
without perceiving it, and their Cheek Bones and 
Tongues were almoſt conſumed with the corrupted Hu- 
mours. Whilk they were thus buried in Filth, loaded 
with Chains, and rolling in their own Blood, Spittle and 
Dung, unable to turn on either Side, or to lift up their 
Heads, and continually expecting the Hour of Death, 
they received the News of their Deliverance, by the

Chriſtianity, the Characeriſtick of which is Charity, 
and which inſpires with that I iſdam which is pure, 
feaceable, gentle, and eaſy to be intreated; which, by 
killing the Bodies of Men, and ſending their Souls 
profeſſedly, and with declared Purpoſe, to Hell and. 
the Devil, defeats the great Intention of Chriſt's com- 
ing into the World, which was not to d:ftroy Meus 
Lives but to ſave them, and redeem their Souls from 
the Wrath of God, and the Condemnation of the 
Life to come; and in which therefore it is impoſſible 
that any Man can be ſaved, who is poſſeſſed with 
that faithleſs, bloody, perſecuting Diſpoſition which it 
excites and encourages, and enters into thoſe perfidious, 
mercileſs, wicked, and unnatural Practices which it 
ſanctifies and recommends, for its own Propagatigqn 

and Support. 

12. That *tis abſolutely impoſſible, that any Popiſh 
Prince can give Security to a Proteſtant People, that 
he will preſerve their Religion, Liberties or Lives ; be- 
cauſe he*ts bound, under Penalty of Excommunication, 
being burnt as an Heretick, or perpetual Impriſon- 
ment, and even eternal Damnation itſelf, to aboliſh 
their Religion, to extirpate their Liberties, and utterly 
to deſtroy them without abſolute Reconciliation to the 
Church of Rame. And, finally, - 

13. That it muſt be the Height of Folly and Mad- 
neſs, and even an Infatuation ſrom God for our manifold

againft the Pretender and Popery. 
Sins, to permit the Pretender to his Majeſty's Crown 
ever to ſettle amongſt us, or rgign over us; either by 
Conqueſt on his Part, or Invitation on ours; becauie 
he can be bound by no Oaths or Promiſes, Declara- 
tidns or Aſſurances, ever ſo ſtrong or repeated, that 
he may ſeem either willing to make himſelf, or we 
may force from him; for he hath a Diſpenſation to 
break them, and is abſolutely obliged to it, and muſt 
keep no Faith with Hereticks. If God ſhould permit 
him to come amongſt us, he comes not only inflamed 
with Reſentment for his long Baniſhment, and Exclu- 
ſion from theſe Kingdoms, but heated with the San- 
guinary Diſpoſition of his Church, as an irreconcile- 
able Enemy to our Religion and Laws, with an unalter- 
able Reſolution to extirpate and deſtroy them, and bring 
us back again under the Yoak of Rome, or to ſtain and 
drench theſe Lands with our Blood, if we refuſe it. 

If you bring him in, Fellow-Britons and Proteſtants, 
you open the Door to Swarms of Talian, French, and 
Spaniſh Locuſts, Prieſts of every Tribe and Order; 
and with them to Aſſaſſmations, Maſſacres, Racks, 
Gibbets, Stakes, Murthers, Furies, Death, Hell and 
Damnation; Methods of Converſion theſe, ſanctified by 
the Roman Church, and every where practiſed to this. 
Day, where her Authority and Power prevail. Coun- 
trymen, remember thele 'Things, and by the Love of 
God, for the Sake of Jeſus, by your Regard to your 
Perſons, and Eſtates, your Wives and Children, by your 
Concern for Liberty and the Church of England, by 
your Fidelity to your King, and your Compaſſion for 
your Country: n a word, by every thing that is va- 
luable to you as Men, Chriſtians, Proteſtants, Free- 
men and Britons, ariſe as one Man in Defence of our 
Prince, your Conſtitution, and your Church, and 
bravely hazard Lite by defending them, rather than 
tamely and ſurely ſacrifice the by yielding to the 
Pretender, and introducing with him a Religion whoſe 
tender Mercies are Cruelty The Confideration of 
which made Lather ſay of it, what every Man that 

knows any thing of Chriſtianity muſt agree with him 
in: F you had no other Reaſon to go out of the Ro- 
man Church, th;s alone would ſuffice, that you ſee and 
car, 
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N. hear, how, contrary to the Law of God, they ſhed innocent 
** Blood, This fingle Circumſtance ſhall, God willing,. 
ever ſeparate me from the Papacy. And if T was now 
ſubject to it, and could blame nothing in any of their 
Doctrines; yet for this Crime of Cruelty only, I would 
Hy. from their Communion, as from A Den or TriEves 
AND DEvILs. 


Fhe Method of DRacooninG the French Proteſtants, 
after the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, under 
Lewis XIV. taken from a French Piece tranſlated 

Anno 1686. 

HE. Troopers, Soldiers, and Dragoons went into- 

the Proteſtants Houſes, where they marred and 
_ defaced their Houſhold-Stuff, broke their Looking- 
glaſſes, and other Utenſils and Ornaments, let their 
Wine run about their Cellars, and threw about 
their Corn and ſpoiled it. And as to thoſe Things 
which they could not deſtroy in this Manner, ſuch as 
Furniture of Beds, Hangings, Tapeſtry, Linnen, 
Wearing- Apparel, Plate, and Things of the like Na- 
ture, they carried them tothe Market-Place, and fold 
them to the Jeſuits, and other Roman Catholicks, By 
theſe Means the Proteſtants in Montauban alone were, 
in four or five Days, ſtripped of above a Million of 
Money. But this was not the worſt. 

They turned the Dining-Rooms of Gentlemen into: 
Stables for their Horſes, and uſed the Proteſtants, in 
Perion, with the greateſt Indignity and Cruelty, Some- 
times the Soldiers took the Perſons of the Houſes 
where they quartered, and walked them up and down 
in a Room, tickling and toſſing them like a Ball from 
one to another, Without giving them the leaſt Inter- 
miſſion, ſor three, ſometimes for {even or eight Days and 
Nights together, without Meat, Drink orSleep. And when 
they were wearied almoſt to death by theſe Means, they 
laid them on a Bed, continuing to tickle and torment 
them as before, and when they thought them ſome- 
what recovered, made them riſe, and walk about 
afreſh, ſometimes tickling, aad other times laſhing 
them with Rods to keep them from ſleeping ; ſome- 

times 
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times throwing Baſons of Water in their Faces, ſome- 
times putting over their Heads Kettles turned up-ſide 
down, on which they made a continual Din, till theſe 
unhappy Creatures loſt their Reaſon. This was 
the ordinary Method of Converſion practiſed by 
theſe military Apoftles of the Church of Rome. And 
when one Party of theſe 'Tormentors were weary, they 
were relieved by another, who practiſed the ſame Vio- 
lences, inſomuch that many of the poor Proteſtants 
went diſtracted, and others became ftupid and mopiſh, 
and remained ſo. | 

At Negrepliſſe, a Town near Mcntauban, they 
hung up Laac Fawin, a Proteſtant Citizen of that 
Place, by his Arm-pits, and tormented him an whole 
Night by pinching and tearing of his Fleſh with 
Pinchers. They made a great Pire round a Boy 
of about ten Years old, who, with Hands and 
Eyes lift up to Heaven, cried out, My God, help mo. 
And when they ſaw the Lad reſolved to die rather 
than renounce his Religion, they ſnatched him from the 
Fire, juſt as he was on the Point of being burnt. 

In ſeveral Places the Soldiers applied red-hot Irons 
to the Hands and Feet of Men, and the Breaſts of 
Women. At Vantes they hung up ſeveral Women 
and Maids by their Feet, and others by their Arm- 
pits, and thus expoſed them to publick View ſtark- 
naked. They bound Mothers that gave ſuck unto: 
Poſts, and let their ſucking Infants lie languiſhing in 
their Sight, without letting them be ſuckled for ſe- 
veral Days, but leaving them crying, mourning, gaſp- 
ing for Lite, and dying for Thirſt and Hunger. They 
took Children of four or five Years old, and when 
they had kept them ſo long, as that they were dying. 
for Hunger, brought them to their Parents, and with 
horrible Imprecations and Oaths aſſured them, that 
except they would turn, they ſhould ſee their Children 
die in their Preſence. Some they bound before a 
great Fire, and being half roaſted let them go. Amidſt ; 
a thouſand hideous Cries, and a thouſand Blafphemies rn » 
they hung Men and Women by the Hair, or by the Fare 

Feet on the Roots of Chambers, or Hooks of Chim- Sec z. p 45 
nies, ane Hoaked them with Whiſps of wet Hay, 46, 47. 
till 
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till they could bear it no longer; and if, when they 
had taken them down, they would not change, they 
immediately hung them up again. They plucked of 
their Beards and the Hair of their Heads, till they 
made them quite bare. They tied them under the Arins 
with Ropes, and plunged them again and again into 
Wells, from whence they would not take them till 
they had made them promiſe to change their Reli- 
gion. They bound them like Criminals, put them 
to the Torture, and with a Funnel filled them with 


Wine, till the Fumes of it took away their Reaſon, 


when they made them ſay they conſented to be Ca- 
tholicks. They ſtript them naked, and after a thou- 
fand Indignities offered to them, ftuck them with 
Pins from Head to Foot. They cut and ſlaſned them 
with Penknives, and ſometimes with red-hot Pinchers 
took hold of them by the Noſe, and dragged them 
about the Rooms till they made them promiſe to be- 
come Catholicks,, or till the Cries of theſe mi- 
ſerable Wretches, calling on Gop for Help, forced 


them to let them go. They beat them with Staves, and 
thus bruiſed and broken, dragged them to Church, 
where their forced Preſence was taken for an Abjura- 
tion. If they found any that were ill, Men or Wo- 
men, confined to their Beds by violent and burning 
Fevers, they got together a Number of Drums and beat 
an Alarm on them round their Beds, without Inter- 
miſſion, till they had made them give their Words to 
change. In ſome Places they tied Fathers and Huſ- 
bands to their Bed - poſts, and before their Eyes forced 
their Daughters and Wives with Impunity. They 
pluck'd off the Nails from the Fingers and Toes of ſome, 
and put them to the moſt exquiſite Torture. They 


blew up Men and Women with Bellows till they 


burſt them. If. any to eſcape theſe Barbarities en- 
deavoured to ſave themſelves by Flight, they pur- 
ſued them into the Fields and Woods, where they 
ſhot at them like wild Beaſts, and prohibited them 
from departing the Kingdom (a CrueglÞ never 
practiſed by Nero or Diocleſian) upon Pain of Confiſca- 
tion of Effects, the Gallies, the Laſh, and per- 
petual Impriſonment; inſomuch that the Priſons of the- 
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Sea-Port Towns were crammed with Men, Women, 
Boys, and Girls, who endeavoured to ſave thlemſelves 


by Flight from their dreadful Perſecution. With theſe 


Scenes of Deſolation and Horror, the Popith Clergy 
feaſted their Eyes, and made only a Matter of Laugh- 
ter and Sport of them. And though my Heart ak» 
whilſt I am relating theſe Barbarities, yet for a per- 
petual Memorial of the infernal Cruelty practiſed by 
theſe Monſters, I beg the Reader's Patience to lay be 
fore him two other Inſtances, which, if he hath an 
. Heart like mine, he will not be able to read, without 
watering theſe Sheets with his Tears. | 


The brit is of a young Woman, who being brought 


before the Council, upon refuſing to abjure herReligi- 
on, was ordered toPriſon. There they ſhaved her Head, 


ſinged off the Hair from 2th + Pcris of her Body, and 


having {tripped her ſtark naked, led her through the 


Streets of the City, where many a Blow was given 


her, and Stone flung at her. Then they ſet her up to 
tae Neck in a Tub full of Water, where after ſhe had 
been for a while, they took her out, and put on her 


a Shift dipt in Wine, which as it dried, and ſtuck to 


her ſore and bruiſed Body, they ſnatched off again, 


and then had another ready dipt in Wine to clap on
